Italian prosecutors probe Vatican Iran leader warns US of 
bank for money laundering war w hh 'no limits' 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Italian 
prosecutors launched an inves¬ 
tigation into the Vatican bank's 
top executives yesterday for al¬ 
legedly violating anti-money 
laundering legislation, trigge¬ 
ring a quick rebuttal by the 
Vatican. 

Prosecutors ordered the 
seizure of 23 million euros (30 
million dollars) belonging to 
the Istituto per le Opere di Re- 
ligione (IOR) and opened an 
inquiry against chairman Et- 
tore Gotti Tedeschi and an¬ 
other top executive. 

The Vatican Secretariat of 
State, which heads up the ad¬ 
ministration, denied any 
wrongdoing by IOR, saying in 
a statement that it was "per¬ 
plexed and astonished" at the 
investigation. 

Both executives are ac¬ 
cused of violating laws put in 
place in 2007 that have tight¬ 
ened rules on disclosure of fi¬ 
nancial operations to the 
Italian central bank in a bid to 
stamp out money laundering. 

The Vatican said the re¬ 
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quired information was al¬ 
ready in the hands of the Bank 
of Italy. "The Holy See's au¬ 
thorities' evident willingness to 
be fully transparent regarding 
IOR's financial operations is 
well known," it added. 

According to earlier reports 
in the Italian press, investiga¬ 
tors suspect that Italian tax re¬ 
sidents are using transfers of 
money through the IOR, which 
has special Vatican offshore 
status, to hide fraud and tax 
evasion. 

The Vatican bank was 
tainted by a series of fraud 
scandals in the 1980s. 

The current probe was 
launched after the financial in¬ 
telligence office at the Bank of 
Italy this month froze two IOR 
operations it deemed suspi¬ 
cious. 

The first one was a transfer 
of 20 million euros to JPMor- 
gan Frankfurt, while the other 
one was a three-million-euro 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday voiced 
concern for the safety of Me¬ 
xican journalists in the coun¬ 
try's bloody drug war after a 
reporter said he was granted 
asylum by US authorities. 

Jorge Fuis Aguirre, who 
runs the Internet newssite FaP- 
olaka.com, has lived in exile 
for the past two years in El 
Paso, Texas, which lies just 
across the border from the vio¬ 
lence-torn Mexican city of 
Ciudad Juarez. 

He said Monday that US 
authorities had granted him 
asylum — a first for Mexican 
journalists in recent years — in 
what he hailed as a "precedent 
that will help save lives among 
the growing number of de¬ 
fenseless journalists." 

State Department spokes¬ 
man Mark Toner declined to 
confirm the case, saying: "For 
the protection of the individu¬ 
als, we can't confirm, deny or 


transfer to Italian bank Banca 
del Fucino, Italian media re¬ 
ported. 

The Vatican said the opera¬ 
tions were transfers of money 
between different IOR bank 
accounts. 

Gotti Tedeschi said that he 
was "profoundly humiliated 
and mortified," telling Italian 
television channel Rai Due that 
he had "really completely ac¬ 
cepted all of the Bank of Italy's 
instructions." 

IOR, which manages bank 
accounts for Roman Catholic 
religious orders and associa¬ 
tions, is not bound by the same 
regulation as Italian financial 
institutions. 

"IOR authorities have long 
worked and met with the Bank 
of Italy and with the competent 
international organisations" to 
place the Holy See on a money 
laundering and terrorism white 
list, the Vatican said.

States was alarmed by the "in¬ 
creasing violence" against the 
media in Mexico. 

"We have expressed our 
concerns about the safety of 
journalists to the Mexican go¬ 
vernment, which has in fact 
stated its commitment to pro¬ 
tecting journalists and the free¬ 
dom of the press," Toner said. 

The New York-based Com¬ 
mittee to Protect Journalists 
says that more than 30 Mexi¬ 
can journalists have been 
killed or gone missing since 
December 2006, when Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon launched 
a crackdown on drug gangs. 

Some 28,000 people are be¬ 
lieved to have died in drug 
gang-related attacks since 2006. 
Ciudad Juarez has been badly 
hit as cartels fight for control of 
the city, a gateway for drugs to 
reach the key US market. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Iran's President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad warned yesterday 
that an attack on his country's 
nuclear facilities could spark a 
war with "no limits." 

Ahmadinejad also raised 
new questions about the Holo¬ 
caust as he raised more contro¬ 
versy on his visit to New York 
for the annual UN General As¬ 
sembly meetings. 

"The United States has 
never entered a real war, not in 
Vietnam, nor in Afghanistan, 
nor even World War II," the 
Iranian leader told American 
editors and reporters when 
asked about how Iran would 
react to any US supported 
strike by Israel on Iran's nu- 


Chile could 
rescue miners 
by mid-October 


COPIAPO, Chile (AFP) - 
Workers in Chile expect to 
be able to rescue 33 trapped 
miners by mid-October, 
rather than early November 
as originally anticipated, a 
news report said yesterday. 

The daily El Mercurio 
newspaper, citing unnamed 
government sources, repor¬ 
ted that officials said state- 
of-the-art drilling equipment 
at the scene has made faster- 
than-expected progress in ef¬ 
forts to reach the men, who 
have been trapped under¬ 
ground since an August 5 
mine collapse. 

Shortly after the mine 
collapse, Chilean authorities 
warned that it was unlikely 
that they would be able to 
free the men before Christ¬ 
mas, but later said a rescue 
could take place as early as 
November. 

Speaking this past Sun¬ 
day, Mining Minister Fau- 
rence Golborne said he 
would not officially change 
the rescue timeline, but nev¬ 
ertheless suggested it could 
happen more quickly than 
originally anticipated.

"War is just not bombing 
someplace. When it starts it 
has no limits," the New York 
Times reported. 

"Do you think anyone will 
attack Iran to begin with?" he 
said, according to Atlantic 
magazine's website. "I really 
don't think so. The Zionist 
regime is a very small entity on 
the map, even to the point that 
it doesn't really factor into our 
equation." 

The UN Security Council 
has imposed four rounds of 
sanctions against Iran over its 
nuclear program. The United 
States and its allies have called 
for stringent application of the 
measures and Washington- 
Tehran relations have become 
increasingly fraught. 

The western powers accuse 
Iran of trying to develop a nu¬ 
clear bomb. Ahmadinejad de¬ 
nies the charge. 

The Iranian leader said he 
was ready for nuclear talks 
with US President Barack 
Obama's administration, but 
said "the whole outlook has to 
shift," ABC News reported. 

The UN sanctions had dam¬ 
aged the chances for an im¬ 
provement in US-Iranian 
relations, he added.

Arab Emirates will enact a 
ban on BlackBerry smart¬ 
phone services unless 
progress is made in negotia¬ 
tions with its manufacturer, a 
local paper on Tuesday cited 
an official as saying. 

"So far, no progress has 
been made" in the negotia¬ 
tions on allowing the UAE to 
access encrypted BlackBerry 
data, the Dubai daily Emarat 
Al-Yom cited a UAE 
Telecommunications Regula¬ 
tory Authority official as say¬ 
ing. 

Unless that changes, on 
October 11 the UAE will go 
ahead with a suspension of 
BlackBerry services an¬ 
nounced in August, the offi¬ 
cial added. 

"The suspension will re¬ 
main unchanged until we 
reach a solution that is fully 
compliant with legislation on 
telecommunications in the 
country," the official was 
quoted as saying. 

The UAE announced in 
early August that BlackBerry 
services including messen¬ 
ger, web browsing and email 
would be suspended from 
October because they "allow 
individuals to commit viola¬ 
tions" that the country cannot 
monitor. 

BlackBerry's encrypted 
emails and data are stored on 
servers in Canada, which 
means that third parties such 
as security agencies cannot 
monitor communications sent 
and received on the handset. 

Saudi Arabia announced a 
BlackBerry services ban soon 
after the UAE, but lifted it 
after the kingdom's regulator 
reported progress in finding a 
solution for its concerns. 

The UAE's two main tele¬ 
com companies, Etisalat and 
Du, in August announced op¬ 
tions in the event of a ban for 
Blackberry users who sub¬ 
scribed before the first of that 
month, including signing a 
new one-year contract and re¬ 
ceiving a new, non-Black- 
Berry smartphone. 

There are an estimated 
500,000 BlackBerry users in 
the oil-rich UAE, which has 
a population of around six 
million people.

German scientists discover 
rare ape species in Asia 



BERLIN (AFP) - German 
scientists said on Tuesday 
they had discovered a new 
rare and endangered ape 
species in the tropical rain¬ 
forests between Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia by its 
distinctive song. 

The new type of crested 
gibbon, one of the most en¬ 
dangered primate species in 
the world, is called the north¬ 
ern buffed-cheeked gibbon or 
Nomascus annamensis, a 
statement from the German 


Primate Centre (DPZ) said. 

"The discovery of a new 
species of ape is a minor sen¬ 
sation," said Christian Roos 
from the DPZ. 

"An analysis of the fre¬ 
quency and tempo of their 
calls, along with genetic re¬ 
search, show that this is, in 
fact, a new species." 

The distinctive song 
"serves to defend territory or 
might even be a precursor of 
the music humans make," the 
statement added. 

The male of the new 
species is covered with black 
fur that appears silver in sun¬ 
light. His chest is brownish 
and his cheeks deep orange- 
golden in colour. The females 
are orange-beige in colour. 

Crested gibbons are found 
only in Vietnam, Laos, Cam¬ 
bodia and southern China. 
Scientists had assumed there 
were six different species but 
the recent discovery takes the 
number to seven. 

Gibbons have become en¬ 
dangered due to illegal hunt¬ 
ing. "Gibbons are kept as cute 
pets, or they are eaten, or they 
are processed into traditional 
medicines," said the DPZ. 

Like orangutans, gorillas, 
chimpanzees and bonobos, 
gibbons belong to the apes, 
man's closest relative.

Worm in Iowa man's eye killed 
by laser blasts 


CHICAGO (AFP) - It took 
two laser blasts for doctors to 
kill a worm which made a 
nest for itself in an Iowa 
man's eye, local media re¬ 
ported Monday. 

John Matthews first no¬ 
ticed two spots obscuring the 
vision in his left eye in De¬ 
cember and underwent a se¬ 
ries of tests before doctors 
made the gruesome discov¬ 
ery. 

He was rushed into a treat¬ 
ment room at the University 
of Iowa Hospitals and Clinics 
where doctors shot a laser 
into his eye to kill the worm. 

"I could see it from be¬ 
hind, moving, trying to dodge 
the laser," Matthews told the 
Dubuque, Iowa Telegraph 
Herald newspaper. 


The worm was killed by 
the second laser blast but 
doctors couldn't remove it 
from his eye. 

Matthews' body is absorb¬ 
ing the worm's remains and 
doctors said he has suffered 
permanent retina damage. 

"It could have been hook¬ 
worm I might have picked up 
when we were in Mexico or 
it could have been raccoon 
roundworm that I could have 
gotten turkey hunting," he 
told the paper. 

An avid fan of Animal 
Planet, Matthews called the 
cable station and told them of 
his story. A film crew came to 
Iowa and the segment about 
the invasive eye worm will 
air on the show "Shape 
Shifters."

Plavix, heartburn drug safe 
to take together: Study 


A new study finds it's safe to 
take the blood thinner Plavix 
with proton-pump inhibitors 
like Nexium, contrary to re¬ 
cent research that said the 
combination compromised 
Plavix's effectiveness. 

"We looked into this 
highly debated area of clopi- 
dogrel [Plavix] and proton- 
pump inhibitors," said lead 
researcher Dr. Mette Chariot 
from the department of cardi¬ 
ology at Copenhagen Univer¬ 
sity Hospital Gentofte in 
Hellerup, Denmark. "We did 
not find any evidence of drug 
interaction." 

Proton-pump inhibitors 
are heartburn drugs. Doctors 
often prescribe the two drugs 
in combination to prevent 
clotting and reduce the risk of 
stomach bleeding, which can 
be a serious complication for 
patients taking Plavix, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

This study is larger than 
studies that found an interac¬ 


tion between the drugs, and 
this data included patients 
who were taking PPIs but not 
Plavix, Chariot noted. 

"What we actually found 
was an increased risk related 
to the use of proton-pump in¬ 
hibitors, but we found the 
risk was the same in patients 
treated with clopidogrel and 
patients not treated with 
clopidogrel," Chariot said. 

The researchers concluded 
that the increased risk of a 
heart attack, stroke or death is 
associated with PPIs, and not 
the combination of Plavix 
and a PPI. 

"We are confident that the 
feared interaction between 
the two drugs does not hap¬ 
pen," Chariot said. "We be¬ 
lieve that patients who have 
an indication for PPI treat¬ 
ment should definitely be 
treated with PPIs to avoid the 
risk of gastrointestinal bleed¬ 
ing," she added.

Hillary Clinton cooks up 
plan for clean stoves 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton announced a plan 
yesterday to install 100 mil¬ 
lion clean-burning stoves in 
kitchens around the world, 
helping to save women from 
ill health. 

In a speech to an annual 
forum run by her husband, 
former president Bill Clinton, 
in New York, the US foreign 
policy chief said that three 
billion people around the 
world were gathering around 
open fires and inefficient, 
poorly ventilated stoves. 

’’The food they prepare is 
different on every continent, 
but the air they breathe is 
shockingly similar: a toxic 
mix of chemicals released by 
burning wood or other solid 
fuel,” Clinton said. 

”As the women cook, 
smoke fills their lungs, and 


the toxins begin poisoning 
them and their children.” 

She told the Clinton 
Global Initiative forum that 
the public-private clean 
stoves plan, dubbed ’’Global 
Alliance for Clean Cook- 
stoves,” would seek to install 
the new, 25-dollar units by 
2020. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation considers dirty cook¬ 
ing smoke to be one of the 
five biggest dangers to health 
in developing countries, 
killing nearly two million 
people a year — twice the 
number dying from malaria. 

’’The results of daily expo¬ 
sure can be devastating: 
pneumonia — the number one 
killer of children worldwide - 
- chronic respiratory diseases, 
lung cancer and a range of 
other heath problems,” Clin¬ 
ton said

Dutch government announces 
budget cuts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Federal Reserve avoided 
pulling the trigger on fresh 
stimulus spending Tuesday, 
but said it was prepared to act 
if the economic recovery slows 
further. 

"The pace of recovery in 
output and employment has 
slowed in recent months," the 
central bank said in a statement 
while warning the pace of 
growth would be "modest in 
the near term." 

The bank left interest rates 
at record lows as part of a con¬ 
tinued effort to shore up the re¬ 
covery, but shied away from a 
new — and controversial — 
round of spending. 

But Fed said it stood ready 
to act if needed. 

"The Committee will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the economic 
outlook and financial develop¬ 
ments and is prepared to pro¬ 
vide additional accommoda¬ 
tion if needed to support the

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬

"It is time to draw the purse 
strings and take the first steps 
to get the budget back in 
order," caretaker Finance Min¬ 
ister Jan Kees de Jager said as 
he presented the government 
budget for 2011 to parliament. 

"Savings are unavoidable," 
the minister said, for the 
Netherlands to keep enjoying 
the tmst of capital markets. 

Savings would be found in 
wage "moderation," lower pay 
rises for civil servants, higher 
tobacco taxes, reduced medical 
benefits and less spending on 
immigrants, budget documents 
showed. 

"It the cuts will hurt citizens 
and companies, certainly peo¬ 
ple already feeling the pinch of 
the crisis: people who lose 
their jobs and businesses ..." 
said De Jager.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro firmed against the 
dollar yesterday on news of 
successful bond issues in three 
vulnerable eurozone countries. 

The single European cur¬ 
rency in late-day trade was at 
1.3134 dollars against 1.3060 
late Monday in New York. 

The dollar was meanwhile 
trading at 85.37 yen, down 
from 85.71 on Monday. 

Euro sentiment was boosted 
by reports that Ireland, Greece 
and Spain had little trouble 
raising money on the bond 
market, dampening concern 
that the eurozone might be 
slipping into a new era of fi¬ 
nancial danger. 

Ireland revealed that it had 
raised 1.5 billion euros (1.96 
billion dollars) as planned, in 
an oversubscribed bond auc¬ 
tion that was seen as a vote of 
investor confidence in the trou¬ 
bled Irish economy. 

At the same time, Greece 
said it raised 390 million euros 
or more than planned, while 
Spain raised a huge 7.04 bil¬ 
lion euros ahead of a separate 
bond sale in neighbouring Por¬ 
tugal today. 

Investors remain uneasy 
over the eurozone debt and 
deficit crisis, which is centred 
on the perilious state of public 
finances in Portugal, Ireland, 


gross domestic product (GDP) 
or 406 billion euros in 2011 
from 45.3 percent in 2007. 

The rising debt was partly 
the result of government 
bailouts of banks in the global 
financial crisis of 2008. 

The public deficit, pro¬ 
jected at 3.9 percent of GDP or 
24.3 billion euros in 2011, 
would exceed the European 
Union limit of three percent — 
though lower than the 2010 
figure of 5.8 percent. 

Economic growth is ex¬ 
pected to settle at 1.5 percent 
of GDP in 2011, lower than the 
1.75 percent projected for 
2010 after a near four percent 
decline in 2009. 

This was the last budget 
presented by the government 
led by Jan Peter Balkenende's 
Christian Democratic Appeal, 
which lost power in June elec¬ 
tions following the collapse of 
the cabinet in a dispute over 
military aid to Afghanistan. 

The pro-business, centre- 
right VVD party that won the 
poll had campaigned to slash 
government spending by 20 
billion euros. 

Negotiations are still under¬ 
way for a new coalition gov- 


Italy, Greece and Spain — 
widely known as the PUGS na¬ 
tions. 

"The Greek and Irish debt 
sales in particular will have 
eased simmering tensions in 
the eurozone debt markets and 
pushed back risk of default fur¬ 
ther," said currency analyst 
Jane Foley at Rabobank. 

The yield — or interest rate 
— on 10-year Greek and Irish 
bonds eased sharply later in the 
day. The rate on the Greek 10- 
year sovereign fell back to 
11.170 percent from 11.546 on 
Monday while that on the Irish 
10-year bond dropped to 6.148 
percent from 6.337 percent on 
Monday. 

Bond yields and prices 
move in opposite directions.

Red Cross warns one billion 
living in slums 


GENEVA, Switaerland (AFP) 
- The Red Cross warned yes¬ 
terday that one billion people 
were living in dangerous con¬ 
ditions in slums and informal 
settlements, which was the 
root cause for urban disasters. 

"The root cause of why so 
many people are affected by 
urban disasters is because a 
billion people live in poor 
quality homes on dangerous 
sites with no hazard-reducing 
infrastructure and no services," 
said the International Federa¬ 
tion of Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies in its annual 
World Disaster Report. 

The report said those most 
exposed are low-income coun¬ 
tries, where just one percent of 
households and companies are 
insured against catastrophes. 

Even in middle-income na¬ 
tions, the proportion of house¬ 
holds and companies with 
disaster insurance reached just 
three percent, compared with 
30 percent in high-income 
states, it said. 

In addition, these popula¬ 
tions often do not benefit from 
infrastructure that helps to re¬ 
duce the impact of urban di¬ 
sasters, such as buildings for¬ 
tified against earthquakes or 
drainage systems that allow 
rain water to flow off and 
lower the risk of floods. 

"A very large deficit exists 
in the infrastructure and ser¬ 
vices that reduce disaster risk 
for much of the population in 
Latin America, Africa and 
Asia," said Bekele Geleta, 
IFRC secretary general. 

"We must bridge this urban 
risk divide or it will be further

exposed in a very cruel way by 
climate change in the coming 
years," he added. 

One of the key effects of 
climate change is heightened 
flood risk. 

Of the 20 cities with the 
highest exposed population in 
2005, 65 percent of the 38.5 
million exposed live in Asian 


cities. 

But by the decade of 2070, 
14 out of the 20 cities with the 
highest population exposed 
would be in Asia, the report 
noted.. These would include 
China's cities of Qingdao and 
Ningbo, Bangladesh's Dhaka, 
Chittagong and Kulna and 
Pakistan's Karachi. 


Boeing plans to send passengers 
into space 



ATLANTA, Georgia - Boe¬ 
ing Co plans to offer passen¬ 
gers the chance to fly into 
space on a craft it is develop¬ 
ing for travel in low-Earth 
orbit, the aerospace company 
said today. 

Boeing said it reached an 
agreement with Virginia- 
based Space Adventures to 
market passenger seats on 
commercial flights aboard 
Boeing's CST-100 space vehi¬ 
cle being developed for NASA. 

The spacecraft could carry 
seven people and fly in low- 
Earth orbit as soon as 2015, 
Boeing said. The company 
added that potential customers 
could include private individu¬ 
als, companies, nongovern¬ 
mental organizations and U.S. 
federal agencies. 

Space Adventures said it 
had arranged for seven space- 
flight participants to fly on 


eight missions to the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station being built 
in space by the United States 
and Russia. 

The companies said during 
a conference call that pricing 
for the planned space flights 
had not been set but were ex¬ 
pected to be competitive. 

Guy Laliberte, founder of 
Canada's Cirque du Soleil, 
paid more than $35 million 
(£22.4 million) to travel into 
space last year on a Russian 


spaceship from Kazakhstan. 

The U.S. space shuttle 
program, which carries astro¬ 
nauts and supplies to the In¬ 
ternational Space Station, is 
being shut down next year. 
President Barack Obama's 
administration has launched 
an initiative to replace 
NASA-owned and operated 
launch services with com¬ 
mercial space taxis. 

Until a replacement vehi¬ 
cle is ready, the United States 
will be solely dependent on 
Russia to fly crews to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station, a $100 
billion project involving 16 na¬ 
tions, which has been under 
construction 220 miles (352 
km) above Earth since 1998. 

Russia currently charges 
NASA about $51 million per 
seat for a ride on its Soyuz 
spacecraft. The price goes up 
to $56 million in 2013.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
Delhi Commonwealth 
Games were plunged into cri¬ 
sis Tuesday 12 days from the 
start after the athletes' village 
was described as "uninhabit¬ 
able" and a footbridge col¬ 
lapsed at the main stadium. 

Adding to the sense of 
chaos that has enveloped an 
event India hoped would 
project its new economic 
power on the international 
stage, a leading Australian 
athlete pulled out of the com¬ 
petition because of security 
fears. 

Organisers scrambled to 
contain the damage, fearful 
that a pullout by a major team 
could wreck the October 3-14 
multisport showcase that has 
long been dogged by delays, 
corruption allegations and 
anxiety about safety. 

Mike Hooper, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Commonwealth 
Games Federation, led sting¬ 
ing criticism about the ath¬ 
letes' residential towers, 
which will embarrass the 
government that has admitted 
the country's prestige is on 
the line. 

"They're filthy. You can’t 
occupy them. They need a 
deep clean. There's builders' 
dust and rubble in doorways, 
shower doors the wrong way 
round, toilets that don’t 
work," he said just two days 
before athletes begin arriv¬ 
ing. 

There was also "excre¬ 
ment in places it shouldn't 
be", he said — referring to 
problems thought to be the 
result of thousands of labour¬ 
ers using the toilets in the 
"certainly uninhabitable" res¬ 
idential complex. 

Complaints about cleanli¬ 
ness, plumbing and electrics 
were also made by other 
countries that have sent ad¬ 
vance parties to the Indian 
capital, including Scotland 
which described the village 
as "unsafe and unfit for 
human habitation". 

"The reality is that if the 
village is not ready and ath¬ 
letes can't come, the implica¬ 
tions are that it’s not going to 
happen," New Zealand chef 
de mission Dave Currie told 


New Zealand commercial 
radio. 

In a further blow to an al¬ 
ready-weakened athletics 
field, defending champions 
Christine Ohuruogu (400m), 
also the Olympic champion, 
and Lisa Dobriskey (1500m) 
also both withdrew from 
England's team for injury rea¬ 
sons.

"George is responsible for 
really the best years of my 
life professionally," said 
Torre, who managed the Yan¬ 
kees to four of the seven 
World Series titles they won 
under Steinbrenner. 

"Did we get along all the 
time? No. But it never lasted 
very long that we, you know, 
disagreed." 

Steinbrenner's daughters 
and his widow, Joan, un¬ 
veiled the monument, accom¬ 
panied by baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig. 

"Do I think George should 
be in the Hall of Fame? Of 


course I do," Selig said. "He 
changed the sport in a lot of 
ways." 

Steinbrenner died on July 
13 at the age 80. He had been 
in declining health for several 
years. The team's tribute 
came before the Yankees 
played division rivals Tampa 
Bay. 

The whole Yankees team, 
led by Alex Rodriguez and 
manager Joe Girardi, walked 
from the dugout and up steps 
in center field, with Torre and 
Mattingly among those fol¬ 
lowing in street clothing. 

Hall of Famers Yogi Berra 
and Reggie Jackson and 
Steinbrenner's two sons were 
also in attendance. 

"A true visionary who 
changed the game of baseball 
forever," the monument to 
"The Boss" reads. "He was 
considered the most influential 
owner in all of sports. In 37 
years as principal owner, the 
Yankees posted a major 
league-best .566 winning per¬ 
centage, while winning 11 
American League pennants 
and seven World Series titles, 
becoming the most recogniza¬ 
ble sports brand in the world." 

The monument also notes 
Steinbrenner's work for the 
US Olympic Committee and 
his penchant for philan¬ 
thropic efforts made without 
fanfare. 

Steinbrenner's monument 
is in centerfield, near those 
honoring manager Miller 
Huggins (unveiled in 1932), 
Lou Gehrig (1941), Babe 
Ruth (1949), Mickey Mantle 
(1996) and Joe DiMaggio 
(1999). 

A monument to the vic¬ 
tims and rescue workers of 
the September 11, 2001, ter¬ 
rorist attacks, is on the left- 
field side of the area.

Broncos* receiver Kenny McKinley dies 


DENVER, Colorado (AFP) - 
Denver Broncos wide re¬ 
ceiver Kenny McKinley has 
been found dead in his home, 
apparently from a self-in¬ 
flicted gunshot wound, au¬ 
thorities have said. 

Arapahoe County Sheriff 
Grayson Robinson said au¬ 
thorities were called to 
McKinley's home by a 
woman friend of the player 
who found his body after re¬ 
turning from an errand with 
his child. 

He didn't say if investiga¬ 
tors found a suicide note. 

"It's still part of our inves¬ 
tigation and probably nothing 
we'll talk about right now," he 
said. 

The Broncos have endured 
a series of tragedies in recent 
years. 

Cornerback Darrent 


cos is shocked and saddened 
by the loss of Kenny McKin¬ 
ley," Pat Bowlen, owner of 
the NFL team, said in a state¬ 
ment. "He was part of the 
Broncos' family and will be 
greatly missed by our organ¬ 
ization. My most heartfelt 
condolences go out to 
Kenny's family and friends." 

The Broncos coach Josh 
McDaniels: "Kenny had a 
promising future on the foot¬ 
ball field, but more impor¬ 
tantly, he was a great 
teammate whose smile and 
personality could light up the 
room," McDaniels said in a 
statement. "This is a tragic 
loss for our football team, 
and his family is in all of our 
thoughts and prayers during 
this difficult time." 

McKinley, 23, was in his 
second year in the NFL, but 


was on the team's injured re¬ 
serve list with a knee injury 
suffered in the first week of 
training camp. 

He played in eight games 
as a rookie in 2009 with 
seven kick returns for 158 
yards. 

News of McKinley's death 
came as several Broncos 
players were attending a 
fundraiser on Monday in 
honor of Williams, benefit- 
ting the Boys and Girls Club 
of Metro Denver and its Dar¬ 
rent Williams Memorial Teen 
Center 


Commission (SEC). 

The US Court of Appeals 
for the Fifth Circuit ruled that 
a lower court in Texas had er¬ 
roneously thrown out the 
lawsuit against the billionaire 
NBA owner and technology 
tycoon and ordered it rein¬ 
stated. 

The US District Court in 
Dallas dismissed the case on 
July 17, a move which was 
challenged by the SEC. 

Cuban is alleged to have 
sold 600,000 shares of stock 
from Canadian search engine 
company Mamma.com Inc. 
in 2004 after receiving confi¬ 
dential information about a 
private offering. 

The SEC alleged in its 
civil suit that Cuban, a large 
minority stakeholder in 
Mamma.com, avoided a loss 
of 750,000 dollars by selling 
his stake in the company. 

Cuban has denied the 
charges.
